Sunday the 6. of Auguſt we (ct ſayle from Graneſcend, 
and with various windes, ſome large and ſome fcarce,we 
happily paſt the ſeas, and ſayled vp the riverof Maze, by 
the Brill,and on the wedneſday following I ariucd at Ro- 
terdam in Holland, at which time the worthy regiment of 
the right honorable Colonel] Sir ZZorace YVeare, anathe 
two noble Earlcs, of Eſſex, and Oxford departed from 
thence in Marſhall Equipage towards the Palatinatc 
Country, whoſe Heroick and Magnanimous Endeuors 
I beſeech the Lord of hoaſts, and God of bartels to direct 
and blefle. 

Theſame day TI went to the Hage, and fromthence to 
Leiden, where 1 lodged all night, andthe morrow being 
thurſday the 3o. of Auguſt, I fayled from Leyden, to Am- 
flerdam,where I ſaw many things worthy the noting,bur 
becau.c they are ſoneare and frequent to mary ot our 
Narion, I omitto relate them, to auoid tediouſnes : bur 
oa the Friday at night I got paflage from thence towards 
Hambrogh, ina ſmall hoy, in the which we were wether- 

beatengat ſea three dates and nights before wee ariucd 
: th-1e. 

Saturday the eight of Sepiember T left Hambroeh, and 
becing carried day and night in waggons, onthe Mun- 


day night following, I came to an ancient towne called 
Heldeſheims,

Heldeſheim, i: ſtandeth in Brunſwick land, and yer it be: 
longeth to the Biſhop of Coll;z, where I did obſcrue in 
their Doowe Kirke or Cathedrall Church, a Crowne of 
filner 80. foot in compaſle,hanged vp in the body of the 
Church, in the Circuit of which crowne were placed 160 
wax candles, the which on feſttuall dayes, or ar the celes 
bration of ſome high ceremonyes are lighted, to lighten 
their darkneſle, or their ignorance chuſe you whether. 
Moreouer there [I ſaw a ſiluer bell in their ſteeple, of 
ſixe hundred and 30:1. weight, and the Leades of their 
ſteeple, ſhining and ſparkling with the Sun beames, they 
id affirme to mce,to bee gold, the truth of which Iam 
doubrfull ot. 
 Inthis townel ſtaicd foure dayes, and on Fryday the 
14. of September, I went fixe dutch miles to the ftrong 
towne of Brunſwick, where by reaſon of my ſhort ſtay, 
which was but two houres,I obſcrued nothing worthy of 
memory,but their triple walls and double ditches, their 
attillery and fortifications, which they thinke to be im- 
pregnable: beſides there I ſaw an old houſe of the Duke 
of Brinſwici, with the ſtatue ofa golden Lion,ofa great 
bigneſle, ſtanding aloft vpon a pillar, with the broken 
walles and houſes, which the Dukes Cannon hath lefr 
there fixe yeares fince, as tokens and badges of his fury, 
and their rebellion, 

From thence onthe morrow 1 went one dutch mile 
turther,to an ancient towne called Wolfunbuttle, where 
the Duke of Brazfwick keepes his Court, inthe which I 
and my fellow could get no further admittance, then 
over a Bridge into his outtermwoſt, or baſe court, for his 


Seuldiers feeing vs with ſwords and Piſtols, wer feare- 


fill

full, belike, that we would haue taken the Fortreſle from 
them, and therefore, though wee were but ewoEngliſh- 
men, yet they durſt notlecys enter, which made me call 
ro remembrance the frequent and daily Egreſle and Re- 
preſſe, that all people and nations haue to his Maieſties 
royal Court of great Br/tazne,where none that are of any 
good faſhion or afpec& are debard entrance -when thoſe 
inferior Princes houſes are guarded with hungry Halbere 
diers and reucrend ruſty bil-men, with a brace or two of 
hot ſhots,{o thattheir pallaces are more like priſons then 
the free and noble courts of commanding Potentates, 

After two dayes entertainment at Wolfynbattle with. 
an Engliſh Merchant reſiding there, of good fame and 
credit named Maiſter Thomas Sacknille, I with my bro- 
ther,my feilow 7 z/bery,and ancther man in my company 
deparred from thence on foore, onward on our tourney 
_ towards Bohemia,in which traucll, what occurences hap- 
ncd, and what things of nate I ſaw, were as followeth. 

Paſſing with many weary fteps,through the townes of 
Rofondink, Remiing,Soclem, Heſſen, Darſam,8 Haluer/tadt 
(which is ail in Bruzſwick land) but this towne of Yaluer- 
{{adt beJongs ro a Biſhop ſo ſtyled, who is Duke 
Chriſtian brother to the now Duke of Bruzſmick, along 
dutch mile, (or almoſt fix Engliſh) is a ſmall cowne or a 
Bleck called Grozi7e, belonging to the Duke, in the 
which place I obſerugd two things worthy of remem- 
brance : 3 

Firſt,a moſt ately pallace built with a beautifull Chap- 
pell,ſo adorned with the images and forme: of Angells, 
and Cherubins, with ſuch exquiſtineſle of arts beſt indu- 
fry of caruing,graving, guilding, painting, glaſing, and 

$223 pauing 
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paving , whh ſuch ſupercxcellent workmanſhip of Or- 
ganes, pulpit, and fonr, that for curiofity and admirable 
rarencdſſe, all the buildings, and fabricks that cuer | be- 
held, wuſt giue it preheminence. 1 confefſe that Henry 
the ſeauenths Chappell ar Weſtminſter, Kings Colledge 
Chappell in Cambridge. and Chriſts Church in Canter- 
bury,are beyondit in height and woikman{hip of ſtone : 
for indeed this Chappell is moſt of wood gipps, and pla- 
ſter of Parris, but it is ſo gilded as it it had bin made in 
the golden age,when gold was cſtcemed as drofle, fo that 
a inan had need to weare a vaile oucr his dazeling eyes, 
crelſc he can hard!y looke vponit. 

The carving and painting ſeeme to out-go the Arts of 
Pigmalion, Apelles,or Praxiteles,the pauing of chequered 
blacke and white marble, and the windowes glafſed with 
Chriſtall : but all this great coſt and ſhew is very little 


tothe honor of God, the propagation ofthe Goſpe!], or 


the cdification of the ignorant. For in the Chappell of 
caſc, there is no Seruice. If the painted Pulpit could 
preach,the dumbe Images might (perhaps)haue a Ser- 
men now and then;for ſcarce at any time there comes a- 
ny body into the Chappell, but a fellow that ſhewes the 
beauty of ic for two pence or three pence a piece. 

In the ſame houſe in a place or celler built of purpoſe, 
ts a great tonne or veſſel] of woed, that was 7. yeares in 
making and hath vſed to be filled with Rheniſh wine : it 
is ſato robe twile as bigge as the veſlcil at Heidelberge, 
and the hoopes. of it are twelue inches thicke, and the 
itaues or boards of ic being as much:l went vp tothe top 
ot it with a ladder of 18, ſteps, he thar keepes-ir ſaith it 
will hold 160. tonnes, My fellow 7 ilbery did cyeepe in at 

the 
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the tap hole, ir is in length 32. foot,and in bredth acrofſe 
19, and verily I thinke that bable coſt more money the 
m:king, then would haue butlc a good ſhip, or founded 


an almes houſe for-6 poore people. 


Thisis the Tubof Tubs, Tubof Tub5Hall, 

Who nere had fellow yet, nor ener ſhalt - 

O had Diogenes but had this T on, 
He would had thoun ht that he more roome had won 
Then Alcxanders conqueſts, or the bounds 

Of the vaſt Ocean, and the ſolid grounds. 

Or had Cornelius but thu tub,tedrench 

His clients that had prattis'd too much French, 

A thouſand hogſheads then would haunt ht firkis, 
And miſtris Minks reconer hey left mirkim. 

T his mizhty caske great Bacchus vs'dto ftride, 
When he to darunkards hall did often riat ;

But now theſe eight yeares it hath dry bin kept - 


In it the wine-god hath nor piſt or wept : 
T hat now the Chappell, and the Caske combine, 


One hath ng preaching, t other hath nowine. 
And now the wſe they put it to ts this, 
T i ſhew'd for money, as the Chappell is. 


From Gron7n7 wee traue!led to a towne called 4fters 
Leanen, to Aſhleauen,to Kind.rne, to Hall,and {to Leip- 
217, which its one of the chieteſt townes in Saxony,beiwg 
fumous for a ye-rely Mart that. is yearely. held there, 
waereto Mcrchants and other people fromthe moſtpart 
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of Chriſtendom haue annuall concourſe:in this town we 
ſtaid two dayes, and taking our leaue then of fome Eng- 
liſh Merchants, who vied vs kindly, we there would haue 
hired a Coach or waggon to Prague ; but all the Saxon 
coach-men and carters were afraid to looke vpon any 
part of Bohemia, becauſe their Duke is a profeſt enemy in 
armes againſt the King of Beame, ſo that we were forced 
to hire a fellow with a wheelebarrow two dayes to carry 
our cloaks, ſwords, guns, piſtols, and other apparel] and 
luggage which were our neceſfaries, ro a towne called 
Boorne,to Freburge,&lo to another town called Penigh, 
where we caſhierd our one- wheeld Coach, and hired a 
cart with rwo, which carried both vs and our baggage 
ro Chemnizt another towne in Sax9y, Irom whence to a 
place called Shop,wee were faine to be our owne ſumprer 
horſes, walking on foot to the laſt rowne in Saxozy, cal- 
led Marienberg. From thence paſſing vp and dowae in- 
acccſlable mountaines, we came to a wood, which parts 
Bohemia from Saxozy on the weſt, which wood is called 
by the people of thoſe parts the Beamer Wolts or Wolt, & 
is in breadth 10 Engliſh miles,and in length further then 
I know how to deſcribe trucly : but thus much of it I dare 


'afftirme, that ir is a naturall impregnable wall to the 


Kingdome of Bohern, which Kingdome is all incompalſt 
round with: woods and mountaines, ſo that there is no 
paſſage on that ſtde of it, for any army to enter into it 
with munition and artillery, all the wayes being vneuen, 
and the mountaine tops all boggs, moſles, and quag=- 
mires, that great ordinance or any heauy cariage either 
ot horſe, cart or waggon,will finke and be loit. Beſides, 


there are numberspait numbering of Firre trees, many 
ſtanding 
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ſtanding, and ſuch ſtore fallen of themſclues, that any 
paſſage might calily be ſtopped by laying them croflethe 
way. And of all my iourney,the trauell through that dif- 
mall wood was the moſt heauy vnto mee, for the trees 
grew ſo thicke,and ſo high,thatthe Sunne was obſcured, 
and the day ſeemed night ; in ſome places the way paued 
with ſwimming trees two miles together on the tops of 
hills, which now and then I {lipping beſides,ſunke to the 
middlc in a quagmire. 

When wee had thus footed it and trauelled paſt the 
hills and woods, (being ar the leaft 4 houres toyle) and 
that wee might looke downe the mountaines, into the 
fruitfull land of Bohem, neucr did fight more reioyce vs, 
the lower hills being all full of Vineyards, and theval- 
lies,corne and paſture ; nor an Engliſh mile diſtance, bur 
a village cuery way;and twenty,thirty, or forty reecks or 
tacks of corne which their barnes cannot hold, inthe 
{pace of every houres iourny : in a word,euery thing that 
bclonged to the vie and commodity of man, was and is 
there, and al the delighttull obicRs to ſatisfic every ſenſe 
is there abundantiy, fo that nature ſeemed to make that 
Country her ſtorchoule or granary, tor there is nothing 
wanting except mens gratitude to God for ſuch bleſſings, 

The firſt night wee lodged there at a pretty towne cal- 
ted Comoda, which towne by negligence and occafion of 
fire had fifty houſes burat two dayes before our com- 
ming thither, it being eleuen Dutch miles from Pragze. 
There we hired awagon 7 dutch miles to atowne called 
S/owne, from whence we walked on foot along 16. Eng- 
liſh males to Prague, which long looked for City wee 
could nor jeg vntill we came within an houres trauell of 
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it : within halfe a dutch m'lc is a fearefullplace,being fre- 
quented with inhumane and barbarous murderers, that 
2ſault traucllers firſt ſhoonng and murdering hem,and 
after ſearching iheir pockets, where [they have MORY Or 
not, all is onc, it is but ſo many {laine: for theſe villaines 
haue a woed, and a dcepe valley to ſhelter rhemſelues in, 
that they are hardly taken atterwarcs,; bur if itzey chance 
at any time to be but apprehended, they aic racked and 
tortured to make them confefle,and afterwards their exen 
curions are very terrible. But (I thanke God) wee Saſt 
that place, and many otheras dangerovs as that, where 
ſome were robbed and murdered (as report told vs)both 
before vs, behind vs, and on each ſide : and we ſaw in ur 
tou: ney aboue ſeauen ſcore gallowſes and wheeles,where 
thecues were hanged ſome fieth, and lome halfe rotten, 
4nd the carkaſics of murthcrers, broken limb after limb on 
the wheeles;and yet it was our happineficonly to {cethe 


dead villaines, and eſcape the living. 


[cameinto Prague on thurſday the ſeauenth of Sep- 
rember, whither if I. had come bur the Friday before, [ 
had ſcene a moſt fearcfull execution of two .notorious 
offenders; the manner how, with their faules, as it was 
eruely related ro mce, by Engliſh Gentlemen that ſaw it, 
I thinke it not much impertinent torelare. 

The one of them b:ing taken, apprehended and rac- 
ked, for ripping vp a lius a woman with child, and for ta- 
king the infant our of her body, did ſowe a living pup- 
pycinto her belly, all which he conſ{cſled tee did to make 
properties for wirchcraft:and being further tortured, hee 
conteſled when and where he had commirted 35. mur- 
thers more ; the other in reſpeR of hin was bur apetry 

oficndcr. 
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offender, for he in all his life time had murdered but 1g. 
For the which execrable facts, their deſerued executions 
were as foilowcth : Firſt, they were brought our of the 
Tayle naked from the girdle vpward , and {o being bound 
faſt on high in a cart, that the ſpeC@ators might ſee them 
then the hangman hauirg a panne of coales neere him, 
with red hot pincers nipped off the nipple of one breſt : 
then he tooke a knife and gives him a {liſh or cut dowre 
the backe on one {i4e, from the ſhoulder to the waite,8: 
preſently gaue him ſuch another flaſh, three inches from 
the firit; then on the rop he cur the flaſhes into one, and 
preſently taking pincers,tooke hold of the croſle cur,and 
core him downe like a Girfe below the middle, letting it 
hang downe behind him like a belt; after which he rooke 
his burning pincers,and pluck'd oft the tops of his fingers 
of one hand : then paſſing to another part of the rowne, 
his ocher nipple was placked oft,the other {ide of his back 
ſo cut and mangled, ( which they call by the name of 
rimming, (it it had beene riming, I would neuer haue 
written but in profe) his other fingers nipped oft ; then 
pailing further, all his rees were nipped off wiih che bur- 
ning pincers : afrer whici hee was enforced ro come out 
ofthe cart, and gve an foote vp aſtcepe hill:o the Gal- 
Jowes, wierc he was broken with a wheele aliue one bone 
after another, beginning at his legs and ending with his 
neck, and laſt of ail, quartered andJaid on the wheele, on 
a hign poſt,rtil Crowes, Rauens, orconſuming time con- 
ſume him. 

This was the manner of both their executions, bnt I 
ſpeake 5ut of the grearelt murtherer pa rticalarly,becauſe 
it is reported, that all rheſe torments neuer made tim 
once to change countenance, or to make any figne or 
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a&ion of griefe, to call to God for mercy, or to entreat 
the people to pray for him; but as it he had beene aſenſe- 
lefſe ſtocke or ſtone, he did molt ſconetully,and as it were 
in diſdaine abide it : whileſt rhe other villaine did crye, 
rorc,ard make lamentation,calling vpon God often. The 
difference was not much intheir lives, and manner of 
theit deaths, but lam oerſwaded the odds was great in 
their dying. 

The City of P:azze is almoſt circular orround, being 
divided in the midle by theriuer of Meldoue,ouer which 
is a fvire ſtone bridge, of 600, of my paces ouer, and at 
each cnd aftrong gate of tone:there is ſaid ro bee init of 
Churches and Chappells, 150. for there are great num- 
bers of Catholiques, who haue many Chappells dedica- 
ted ro ſundry Saints, & L was there at foure ſeuerall forts 
of diuine excrciſes, viz. at good Sermons with the Prote- 
ſtants,at maſle with the Papiſts,ar a Lutherans preaching 
and at the Ieves Synagogue, three of which I ſaw and 
heard for curioſity, and the other for edification, 

The lewes in Prazueare in ſuch great numbers, thar 
they are thought to be of men,women and children, be- 
twixt 50.07 60000. Who do all live by brocage and vſu- 
ry vpon the Chriſtians, and are very rich in moncy and 
lewcil, fo that a wan may {ſee tenne or twelue together 
of them, that are accounted worth 20. 30;or 40000. [a 
piecc ; and yetthe {lanes go ſo miſerably attired,thar 15. 
of them are not worth the hanging for their whole ward- 
robes. 

The Caſtle where the King and Queene doe keepe 
their Courr, is magnificent and ſumptuous in building, 
ftrongly lityatcd and fortified by nature and art, beceing 

founded.

founded on a high hill, fo that at pleaſure it keepes the 
town in command, & it is much moreſpacious in rooms 
for receipts in gardens & orchards then twice the bounds 
of the Towre of London.l was in it daily the ſpace of 20. 
daycs, and faw it royally graced with the preſence of a 
gracious King and Queene, whe were honorably atten- 
ded by a gallant courtly traine of Lords and Ladies, and 
Gentles,of Britaines the high Dutch and Bohemmnns, and 
wherc was free and bountifull entertainment to ſtrangers 
in abundance:I muſt ener humbly & thankfully acknow:.

The City of Pragne hath init (by reaſon of the wars) 
thrice the number of it owne inhabitants, and yet for 
a)l that, victuals are in ſuch grear plenty, that 6 men can- 
not cate three half: penny worth of bread, and I d1d buy 
in the market a fat gooſe well roaſt for the value of nine 
pence Engliſh, andIand my brother haue dined there 
at a Cookes with good roaſted meare, bicad and beere, 
{o that we haue bin ſatished and left, for the value of fue 
pence: agood Turky there may bee bought for two ſhil- 
lings, and tor freſh fith I never ſaw ſuch tore, for in one 
marker day | haue knownin Prazue 2c00.carps, beſides 
other fiſhes, which carps in Lozdon, arc five (halling« 8 
piece, and there they were for eight pence,or ten pence 
at the mcſt,fo that one ot their fieth fiſh markers heere 
were worth atthe leaſt, five or 600. pounds, and as for 
all other manner ot wild foule, they are there in latiety, 
be<ſides, their fruits are in ſuch abundance that] bought 
a basket of grapes of the quantity othalfea pecke tor a 
penny and farthing, anda hattull of faire peaches tor as 
much, pickled cowcumbers I have bought a pecke for 
three pence, ard mus melons, there bath becn: caſt five 
or fixe cart loads of them in one day to their hogs. 

As concernirg the dyet that is in the Kings armyes 

] could ncuer yet heare any man conplaine of want, but 
that it is more plentiful! ciien in the City, the grea- 
teli {ſcarcity hath bin to ſome ficke fouldicrs, v ho being 
not able to march with the leaguers (by reaſon of their 
weaknefle)thcy haue bin lctt amongſtthe Boores,or huſ- 
bandmen 
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bandmen inthe next villages, where their languages not 
vnderſtood,tneir ſuccour haih beene but ſmall,but for all 
this in the campe hath euer bin a continual! cheapneſſe ; 
of all things, the King moſt duely paying his ſouldiers ar 2 
the end of cuery month, hauing in his great leguer vnder FL 
the conduct of the Prins of Holock and Anhali,of foot -j 
and ho:ſe 43000, and at the leaſt of carts and waggons to 

carry prouſion and baggage for the army,to the number 
of 18600, In his little Jeaguer vnder the leading of | [ 
Count 3/ansfc1!t there are of foote and horſe 5020. be- EP ; 
ſides carts and waggons for carriage, and yet for theſe 
great nunbers of men and bcaſtes, there is food in all a- 
bundance. 

Inthe campe with Grawe Mansfelt is the Brittane regi- 
ment vnder their Colone!l Sir Cindi Gray Knight, and 
in Pr acne | met with many worthy Gentlemen and {oul. 4 
dicrs, "which were there licke, as the wort iy Captaine 

Buſhel Licuetenant Grimes, Licuenn Lanzworth, An- 
cient Galbreath, Ancienllandenlont Maſter VWh:tney, 
Mafer B/urdel, and others, all which did moſt courte- 
ouſly entertain me, vnto Som [ muſt ever reſt thankful, 
and they doe afficme that now it hath pleaſed God to ; 
grant their ſouldiers rc couery, that they doe hope euery 
Britaine {ouldier doth retaine more good ſpirit, then 3. 
enemics al what nation foeucr. 

Thus having ſhewed part of the beſt things in Bohemia, q 
the Court and City of Prazie, it ſhall not be amiſle if I 5 
relatealitric a, of ſome things there tolerable, ſome 
intolerable, ſome naught, and ſome worſe then navghrs: 
tor as every roſe hath a prickle, and every Bee aſting, ſo 
ro cartn'y kingdome hath ſuch pertcCtion of n00neſſe, 
but it may be witly taxed with unvertections. 
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Prague 5 4 famone, ancient, Kingly ſeat, 

In ſcituation and in ſtate compleat, 

Rich in abundance of the earths beſt treaſure, 
Prond and high minded,beyond bounds or meaſure. 
In Architefure ſlately , tn atire 

Bezonians 4nd Plebeians do aſþire, 

T obe apparel'd with the ſlately port 

Of worſhip, honor, or the 7oyall Court : 

T here coaches and caroches are ſo rife, 

They do attend on euery tradeſ-mans wife, 

Whoſe husbanas are but in 4 meaxe regard, 

And get their lining by the Ell or yard, 

How ener their eſtates may be defended, 

T heir wines like demy Ladies are attended. 

1 there a Chimmey-ſweepers wife hane ſeenc, 
Habillimented like the diamond 2ueent, 

Moft eaudy gariſh, as a fine maid marrian, 

With breath as ſweet as any ſugar carrion, 

With ſattincloak,lin'd through with budge or ſable, 
Ar cunny farre (or what her purſe table) 

11th velvet hood, with tiffanies and purles, 
Rebatoes, frizlings, and with powared curles, 

And (leſt her hue or [entſhould be aitainted), 

She's antidoted, well perfum'd, and painted, 

She's fur d, ſhe's fring d,ſhe's lac'd, and at her waſt 
She's with a maſsy chaine of (iluer brac'd, 

She's yellow ſtarch d,jſhe's ruff d, and cuff'd, and muff a, 
She's ring'd, ſhe's braceleted, ſhe's richly tuff'd, AF 
Her petticeate good ſilke, as can be bought, 

Her ſmocke abont the taile lar'd round and wroxght, 
Her gadding legs are finely [haniſh booted, 

T he whil her husband like a/laue all ſboted, 
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Lookes like 4 conrtier to infernallPluto, 

And knowes himſelfe to be a baſe cornnto. 

T hen ſince a man that lines by chinsney ſweepe, 
Hu wife ſo gaudy richly clad doth keepe, 
Thinke then but how a Merchants wife may goe, 
Or how 4 Burgamaiſters wife doth ſhow : 

There (by a kind of topſie turny w/e, ) 

T he women weare the boots, the men the ſhoes, 
1know not if # be profit, or elſe pride, 

But ſure they re oftner ridden then they ride - 

T hefe females ſeeme to be moſt valiant there,

So much for pride 1 haze obſerued there, 

T heir other faults are almoſt euerywhere. 

Thus hauiug ſtaid in Prague almoſt 3, weekes, I retur- 
nedfrom thence homeward, on tueſday the 26. of Sep- 
tember, hauing in my company three Gentlemen, a wid- 
dow (and foure fmall Children) whoſe husband being an 
Engliſhman, and the Kings Brewer for Beere, decealed, 
and was buried there in Pragzze whileſt I was there: the 
good deſolate woman hauing receiued reward after ſea. 
ucn yearcs ſervice there and at Herdelberg,being deſirous: 
ro recireto her country.CEnglays)came with vs,with my 
brother and my fellow T{bery, We tooke two Coaches 
at the Caftic of Prague, & m a day and halje,we were car- 
ried ſeauen dutch m:Jes,to a towne in Bohema,(ſtanding 
on the riuer Ee) called Lentmeriti, at which towne 
we all layd our moneyes together, and bought a boate 
of 48. fooxc in length, and not 3. foote in bredch, and be- 
cauſe we did not know the river, wee hiied a Z5b(mian 
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Waterman to guide vs 15. dutch miles, to the towne of 
Dreaſon in S4xony.Bur 4 miles ſhort of that town, which 
was the firſt rowne in the Saxon Countrey, called Pirpe, 
where we were ſtaied 5 houres without the gates, till ſuch 
time as the Burgamaſter wold be pleaſed to examin vs:in 
the meane ſpace our waterman (not daring to abidethe 
terrible triall of examination, becauſe the Duke of Saxox 
was in armes againſt the King of Beawe) hee ranne away, 
and left vs to bring the boate downe the riuer 600, Eng- 
liſh miles our ſelues to Hambares. 


But nowto cloſe vp all, I wiſtrelate whar rare dyer, 
excellent cookery,and ſweet lodging we hed in our jour- 
ney in Germany : firſt for our comfort, after very hard get- 
ting of houſe-roome, our lodgings were euery night in 
ſtraw, where lving rogether well tttered, we honeſtly al- 
wayes left our ſheets behinde vs : then at our ſuppers at 
a table ſquare, and fo broad, that two men can hardly 
ſhake hands ouer it, we being ſome twelue about it. Our 
firſt diſh being a raw cabbadge, of the quantity of halle a 
becke,cut and chopped ſmall, with the far of reſty bacon 
powred vpon it in ſtead of oyle, which cith muſt be emp. 
tied before we could get any more : Ourſecond dith per. 
haps a pecke of boild Apples and honey, the Apples be- 
ing boiled skin, Ralkes, cores and all. Thirdly, 100, 
Gudgeons, newly taken perhaps, yet as falt as if they had 
beene three yeares pickled, or twice at the Eaſt Indies, 
boyled with ſcales, guts,and all,and buried in Ginger like 
ſaw duſt : a freſh pike as ſalt as brine, boyled in flac milke, 
with a pound of Garlicke. This was the manner ot the 
moſt part of our dyet: and if we did aske them why they 
did falt their meat ſo vareaſonably, their anſwere was, 
that 
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chat their beere could not bee conſumed, except their 
meate were ſalted cn 
I n many places where we came tolye, 
Fe lode'd like ſwine together ina ſlye : 
7 he Marchant and the begeer, rich andpoore, 
All lode'd alike vpon our mother floore . 
The Man, the Ram, Bull, Bore, Aſſe, Horſe, and Plore, 
Hu wife, his maid, his Ewe, his Cow, hi Sow, 
His Cart, his Colt, his Mare, his Geeſe, his Gueſts, 
Does, Bitches, Calues,Cocks, Hens, Men, Fowles  Beafte, 
All in one roome our lodging we muſt take, 
And all alike in traw muft ſieepe or wake, 
T he Gallant that's all ſcarfe, and foole, and feather, 
The Tinker, and the pedler all together, 
Gill Turntripe, 4d lone Vgly, (filthy hazs ) 
Embroder'd ouer with lice, ſcabs, and rags, 
T heſe beaftly queanes their carcaſſes wertld lay 
With Bertrice, that might be the Qucene of Hay, 
No ſftrining for the pillow or the ſheet, 
The beds head no man knowing [rom the feet . * 
Our feathers, Straw, Oates, Farly, Wheat, oz Rye, 
Where we all vs'dtolye, or elſe 1 tye, 
And after of our conerlet or blanquet, 
Our ved-fellowes (the beaftes) d1d make abarquet : 
And who ſo fcornes [uch lodging or ſuch fare, 
T he fields and faſting ſhall be all their ſhare. 
If a man doe finde faulk or ſeeme diſtaſtcd w'th their 
beaſtly dictghe is in danger to be thruſt out of doo es.and 
take vp his lodging in the ſtreeres : and in the concluſion 
when ſupper or dinner is ended, then comes mine Hoſt, 
or his leather lip'd Froe,with a ſawcy reckoning of whar 
thcy pleaſe, which ſounds inour cares like a harſh Epi- 
| D logue

logue after a bad play ; for what they fay wee muſt pay, 
their v. ords are irreuocable (like the ancient Kings of 
Perſia) ard we mull not queſtionor aske how,and how ir 
can bee ſo much, bur pay them their demand without 
grumbling to halte a farthing. 

\hich made mee call ro mindge fixe feuera!lprinci- 
palls, that doe belong ro a traveller, as patience, ſilence, 
warinclic, watchtulneſle, a good ftomacke, and a purſe 
well monicd ; for if he want any one of theſe, (perhaps) 
the other fine will neucr bring him to his 1ournies 
end. A mans patience mult be ſuch, that (though he bea 
Barcon)he mult beare all abuſes,cither in words, lodging, 
dyct,or almoſt any thing, though offered from or by a 
jowter, atinker, or a Merchant of tripes and turneps:his 
ſilence muſt be,thart though he heare & vnderſtand him- 
ſelfe wronged, yet he muſt be a« dumbe as a Gudgeon or 
a \V nitingmop:and though his mouth be ſhut, his wari- 
nefſe muſt bee ſuch, that his eares muſt ever be open, to 
liſten and oucr-heare all dangers that may bee complot- 
ted againſt him:his watchfulneſſe muſtbe ſo,that he muſt 
ſeldome fleepe with both his eyes at once, left his throat 
be cut before he wake againe. But for his ſtomacke, hee 
muſt cate grafle with a horſe, and draffe, with the hopges, 
for hee that cannot cate pickl'd herring broth, anddirty 
puddings, ſhall many times faft by avthority, and goe to 
bed without his ſupper : and laſt of all, he muſt have For- 
t1natrs or a prince his purſe,that mult be(like a drunkards 
dagger) euer drawne, to pay bountifully for ſuch waſh 
and graines,as his valiant ſtomacke hath ouercome,con- 
quercd and deuoured. But of this a little in verſe :
